occupied with calculations on the German tests of a special steel-bursting 
grenade (grenade filled with highly compressed air)., He is now in an 
institute near Moscow*

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Dr. Schiller: Scientific manager of the AEG plant in Thalheim, sero m. 
who left for Leningrad at the end of April 1948. Shortly after his 
departure, dismantling of the plant began.
